Don’t you know that this 
kindners is prompted by his ~pring Valley 
Water Company of this city e represents 
the interest of the late William Sharon, 
which isthe centrolling interest. Further, 
everybody knows that knows anything 
about Tahoe and the Truckee river that the 
Lake Tahoe and San Francisco Water 
Works have for years bad a dam at the out- 
let of the lake, and another three miles 
below the first Now, what good can come 
out of Mr. Newlends evenif be put adam 
in abeve mine?

ln order te set at rest the mind 
of the great would-be water ap- 
propriator, we have interviewed 
Mr. Newlands, as appears in an- 
other column, and can state posi- 
tively that neither the Sharon es- 
tate nor Mr. Newlands own any 
controlling interest in the Sprivg 
Valley Water Works, nor any in- 
terest sufficiently large to control 
his action. Mr, Newlands came to 
Nevada, and soon saw that our 
possibilities were great; that 
money invested in an irrigation 
scheme on the Truckee river prom- 
ised good returns. He saw that 
the Spring floods were going to 
waste, and if properly stored could 
be utilized and make productive a 
large area of land now utterly 
worthless; and, with an honest 
purpose to not only help the 
people of a State that had 
adiced so much wealth to the 
estate of which he is Trustee, 
but to enable him to _ invest 
largely for the estate and get 
what he considers good interest on 
the investment, he took hold of the 
question with an energy that 
proved he meant to solve the prob- 
lem He bought the land at the 
outlet of Cold Stream and at Don- 
ner Lake, which he holds in trust 
for this community. He advanced 
the money to make this purchase, 
With the understanding that it 
should be deeded to the county or 
State on his receiving the amount 
of his investment, together with 
six-per cent. interest. He immedi- 
ately started negotiations for the 
land at the outlet of the Truckee 
at Tahoe with the same under- 
standing. Nevada, suffering for

its natural outlet and taken away 
frem. them. 

Mr. Von Schmidt was kind 
enough to sendus bis “ prospectus” 
submitted to the’Hon. Mayor and 
Board of Supervisors of the city 
and county of San Francisco, one 
paragraph of which reads as fol- 
lows: “Independent of the lakes 
there are seve creeks and.

draw from daring the rainy-season, 
and while the snow is melting in 
the spring of the year, namely:

the Truckee river below the lake.”

Miles Station, the only available large 
reservoir site in Alameda county. 
Then come theeight or ten distributing 
reservoirs on the tops of the hills in 
San Francisco. I undertake to say | 
that thickly built up as the vity now | 
is, it would be almost impossible to | 
procure such reservoir sites for a new | 
water works. i say further that if thie 
waters of Lake Tahoe were brought 
within thirty miles of San Francisco, 
it would be imposssble to utilize them, 


except by through the present Spring 
Valley system of storage and distribu- 
tion. 

But even if the scheme is practicable 
from an engineering point of view, how 
can Von Schmidt get the waters of 
Lake Tahoe? In his circular, Von 
Scmidt claims that his company has a 
dam at the outlet of Lake Tahoe. This 
is not correct. The dam there belongs 
to the Donner Boom Co., which is en- 
gaged in booming logs down the 
Truckee river to the mills below. Von 
Schmidt’s dam is below this on the 
Truckee river. When I first under- 
took the study of the storage question, 
and before Von Schmidt’s recent pro- 
posal to bring the Tahoe waters to San 
Francisco, I visited this dam—in De- 
cember last. The gate was open and 
there was not a stream of five hundred 
inches passing through. I was at 
Truckee, ten miles below Von 
Schmidt’s dam, and the entire flow of 
the Trackee river at that point was not 
sufficient to rum the box factory at 
Trackee. How-much water would 
Von Schmidt’s dam divert at such 
times for San Francisco? But he says 
he will store it in Tahoe. How can 
he? The land and dam at the outlet 
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do not belong to Von Schmidt's com-

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‘FOR LIFE OR DEATH. 


How a Cholera-Stricken Soldier Obtained 
a Drink in Ind a, 

I came to India in 1S%S— as a private in the 
—th regiment and my company formed part 
ofthe garrison at Arcot, says a writer in 
Blackwood's Magazine. Life in barracks in 
Indiais very dull, and it was with great 
satisfaction that we heard an order had 
been given for our company to march to 
Vellore to strengthen the garrison there, 
which had been very much reduced by chol- 
era. 

It was then about the middle of March, 
avd consequently later than is usual for 
moving troops, as the days begin to get very 
hot on the plains in the Carnatic about that 
time of the year. But ours was special duty, 
and,as we should only march in the very 
early morning, we did not fear the incon- 
venience of the mid-day heat. 

It wason the second day after leaving 
Arcot that, late in the afternoon,! was 
listening to adeacription of Vellore by one 
ofour fellows who had been there, when 
suddenly 1 felt spasms and sickness. 

**Holloa! old fellow, how blue you look!’ 
remarked a companion sitting next to me, 
and as he spoke my comrades shrank ter- 
ror-stricken from me. It needed no doctor 
to tell what was the matter. The cholera 
had seized me! 

I was hastily conveyed to the temporary 
hospital, where our assistant surgeon al- 
ready had several cases of the disease under 
treatment, and I was laid on acharpoy. I rap- 
idly passed from the first to the second stage 
of that malady, and by nine o’clock at night 
the incessant vomiting and purging had re- 
duced me to a condition of weakness ap- 
proaching ‘tnseusibility. 1 was consumed 
by a burning, raging thirst, but the dresser 
disregarded all my entreaties for a drink of 
water. Thesystem of treatment for chol- 
era in those days allowed the patient noth- 
ing morethan just to have the lips moistened 
occasionally with weak brandy and water, 
and this simply aggravated the torture of 
thirst. Nowadays champagne is given, and 
the sufferer is allowed to drink pretty freely. 

The hospital was, of course, only a pandal, 
hastily constructed with palmyra-leaves, 
with a large cuscus-mat at the entrances at 
each end. Two large chatties of water 
were placed just outside each entrance. 

I had begged, sworn and menaced 
at intervals, but no one paid the 
slightest heed to me, and | was 
sinking into that condition of torpor 
which is the immediate precursor of the 
third and fatal stage of cholera, when I heard 
voicesinthe pandal. Theassistant surgeon 
was making his last round for the night, 
accom panied by the hospital-dresser. With 
a violent effort I roused myself, and eagerly 
listened for their approach. I wanted to 
hear my fate pronounced. 

They stopped at length where I lay, and 
the doctor examined my body. 

“Mottled,’’ I heard. him remark to the 
dresser, ‘be 1s insensiblie already, and will 
not last long. So Wetherall will make six!”’ 

“Make six!’’ I said to myself; *‘*maxke six 
what? Six corpses, of course, for buriai at 
daylight to-morrow morning.”’ 

They had gone and the place was in dark- 
ness, save for the glimmer of a cocoanut 
oil lamp. I heard the scratching of mu- 
mooties just ogtside, made by the camp- 
followers,. who were digging a common 
grave for six of us. 


l felt utterly stunned and guite indifferent | 


as tomy fate. My tongue was like a piece 
of dry leather in my mouth, which had long 
since ceased to yield any saliva to relieve 
the agonizing burning of my throat and pal- 
ate. Icould not have mde any sound had 
lattempted to doso, but | did not try, for 
the attendants were ail stretched on the 
ground fastasieep. I feit 1 was deserted— 
lett to die. 

l was beginning to wander,I think, and 
was back again in the bright, green, En- 
glish meadows, picking daisies with my lit- 
tle sister, and sol shquid have passed away.

Plutarch alludes, was never much obeyed. 
The Spartans, when they attained their six- 
teenth year, did as the young Athenians, 
and burned their hair upon the altar of 
either Diana or Mars. The fact is, ali the 
barbarians who used to come from across 
the seas in those times wore flowing locks, 
and the Greeks bad no wish to resemble 
them, says the Boston Travelier. Our prim- 
itive ancestors,the Britons, and like them, 
the Gauls, allowed their hair to grow undis- 
turbed. It often reached below the waist, 
and men like Caractacus must have looked 
curious. Conquered by the Romans, the 
Gauls and Britons were ignominiously 
clipped.

In France when a nobleman was convicted 
of any felonious offense the razor was in. 
variably applied to his pate. Clotaire I, 
King of France, caused his own son, Gonde- 
band, 


of bis sentence, he immediately afterward 
issued an edict condemning to the severest 
penalues any one who should by stealth or 
violence cut off the hair of an honest man. 
The hair question assumed disquieting pro- 
portions in France, for in the year 1201 
Pierre Lombard, Archbishop of Paris (whose 
head left much to be desired in the matter 
of capillary adornment), was prevailed upon 
by the malcontents to become their cham- 
pion. He was a learned and good man, and 
no doubt he had often ponuered upon the 
unseemly appearance of: his close-clipped 
erown in the silence of the closet, until he 
took up the cudgels like a man determined 
to win. 

The King of France at that time was the 
gallant Phillip ll, generally known as Phil- 
ip Augustus. After giving the matter his 
most attentive consideration he signed the 
magna charter of capillary liberty, at about 
the same time his roya) compeer, John of 
England, was making a dismal face over 
the charter of Runnymede. 

Generally speaking, the English follow 

French in the Matter OI personal adorn- 
ment, but in thie case the English were be- 
forehand. So early in the reign of Henry 
II. our plebeian forefathers had obtained ex- 
emption from the obligation of having their 
hair cut, and they obtained it without muck 
ado. 

We hear nothing more about short hatr 
until the sixteenth century. From the time 
of Philip Augustus to that of Francis L 
every one, lord or iumpkin, let bis hair fall 
down his back. 

Historians and chroniclers speak a great 
deal about oiis and ointments that were 
used by the wealthy and nobie of the middie 
ages, and it appears to have been a pretty 
prevalent cuslom ww powder one’s locks 
with gold dust. 

Every one knows how long hair and short 
hair had a marked political significance dur- 
ing the war of Charlies L against the Pre- 
tender. It was no joke then to be caught 
with bristies in Prince Rupert’s camp, and 
to have come with curling locks under 
Cromwell’s eye would have been to run the 
risk of being sent, not to the hair, but to 
the headcutter’s. 

Charles II. brought back the fashion of 
lon g cavalier locks, but these were soon su- 
perseded by the towering wigs introduced 
by Louis AIV. He had a very poor head of 
hair, thin, lank, and of adirty buff color, 
and his barber devised a most voluminous 
perique to meet the emergency. The fash- 
ion remained in use until the middle of 
Louis XIV.’s reign, when it gave way to 
the famous powdered wig. The great re- 
public swept away the wigs and many of 
the heads that were in them. It was then 
that the pig-tail fashion came in for both 
high and low, and lasted long enough to be 
remembered by some men of the present 
day. Nopoleon i mercilessly cut off the pig- 
tails of his republican soldiers, and nearly 
caused a mutiny among the army of Egypt 
by so doing. Similarly, immense discontent 
was excited in the British navy when the 
Admiral aboiished the pigtail some seventy 
years ago. So we come down to the present 
time, when we gratify our individual tastes 
in the matter of our heads of hair, unless, 
indeed, we are private soldiers or paupers 
or convicts, or are put Into @ reformatory, 
when, for the general good, we must vield 
to sanitary cropping laws.
